Thank you for the recent request for National Coin Week supplies 
for use by the Totem (Coin (Lub. We are very happy to Learn thai you 
plan to participate again in 1967, and to know of another husband= 
wife team working with the ANA, 

We have tried to put many different suggestions into the articles 
in the Numiamatist since August, and these may be of some use to you, 
The ned & white and black & white cards are often of use in providing 
some of the printing for handemade type posters, With colored paper 
end pictures of coins you can make some neadly atdnactive eye-catching 
additions to place around your displays, The red & white cards are 
useful as posters by themselves, and the black & white are handy +40 
place right with your displays, 

In a forthcoming article we covered diandapled a Little more. The 
main thing we tried to point out is not to bunch up the displays all 
in one place, it being better to have one ox two cases in eight to ten 
places than eight to ten cases in only one pdace. 

Consider the size of your scrapbook carefully, thinkingeabout 
mailing and shipping, a4 well as how things are to be pdaced in it, 

Jé you ane going to back any articles on pictures these can be done 
as you go along and save time at the Last minute. Jf any of the dis- 
plays ere set up in advance of Coin Week you can sometimes get some 
of your pictures taken and out of the way so you don’ have 40 rush 
the photographers 40 much because of the mailing deadline for your 
book.
